iss) BILEEN FLAVAN, Clashmore 
M tiouse, Clashmore, Co. Waterford, 
claimed £3,000 damages for alleged 
breac; of promise of marriage against Dr, 
Pet>: . aul Connolly, Beechlawn, Brannocks- 
town, silcullen, Co. Kildare. in her state- 
ment of claim Miss Flavin stated that 
she and Dr. Connolly mutually agreed 
in August, 1931, te get married within a 
period of two years on a date to be arranged 
between them. The time, however, had ex- 
pired, and the defendant had not married 
her. In his defence, Dr. Connolly denied the 
alleged promise, pleaded in the alternative 
that Miss Flavin was not ready or willing to 
marry him within the time agreed upon, 
that she refused to marry him, that the 
ulleged agreement was rescinded by mutual 
consent, and that the plaintiff had not 

suffered any loss or damage. 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., Mr. Martin 
Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Cawley, (instructed 
by Messrs. D. D. MacDonald" and Co.), 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr, A. E. 
Wood, K.C., Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., and 
Mr. R. Brereton Barry (instructed by Messrs. 
Brown and McCann) for the defendant. 

Mr. FitzGerald, K.C., said that Miss Flavin 
was now about ól years of age. She was the 
daughter of Mr. John Flavin, of Clashmore, 
near Youghal, a very large farmer, with some 
300 acres of land, which had a valuation of 
almost £300. Plaintiff had three sisters and 
four brothers. One of her brothers was Mr. 
Garrett Flavin, an official of the Land Com- 
mission, and another was the Rev. Father 
Flavin, who was Adm. of the University 
Church, St. Stephen’s Green. At the begin- 
ning of these proceedings Father Flavin was 
stationed as a curate in Dundrum, and Mr. 


Garrett Flavin was living in Glenageary. It 
was at Glenageary, in 1928, that plaintiff 
first met Dr. Connolly, who was introduced to 
her by Dr. Williams, of Naas. Dr. Connolly 
was dispensary doctor at Kilcullen, and coun- ! 
sel believed that his people were large far- 
mers in the Celbridge district. In the follow- 
ing month the defendant went on a visit to 
Clashmore, and stopped there for about a 
week, during which plaintiff and defendant 
attended a dance or two. They met in 1929 
and again in 1930, when Miss Flavin was on 
a visit to one of her brothers, and spent some 
three weeks in the city, During that time 
the defendant came up regularly from Kil- 
cullen, went with the plaintiff to a ball at the 
Gresham, attended cinemas and theatres with 
her. and so on. When Miss Flavin’s visit to 
Dublin was over, or shortlv after it, Dr. Con- 
nolly went again to Clashmore, staying a 
week, and the parties continued on terms of 
great friendship, if not of love, until 
August, 1931, when the plaintiff was staving 
at Dundrum with Father Flavin. Dr. Con- 
no!ly saw her then on more than one occasion 
and took her to places of amusement. and, 
one evening when driving from Dublin to 
Glenageary, proposed marriame to her, and 
she accepted him 


£47 FOR RING 

The arrangement, said counsel, was that 
the marriage was not to take place for about 
two years, during which time the defendant 
was to get a suitable house. The engage- 
ment was announced at Glenageary that 
evening, and there was some _ jollification. 
Defendant bought plaintiff an engagement 
ring for about £47. During the rest of 193] 
the parties continued on extremely friendly 
terms and the defendant once more stopped 
for a week at Clashmore at Christmas. In 
August, 1932, Connolly apparently was 
able to secure a house at Beechlawn, Bran- 
nockstown, because, on 26th August, he 
wrote to Miss. Flavin telling her about it, 
asking her down to see it at the first oppor- 
tunity, and suggesting that she should seleet 
the carpets and furniture for it. In Septem- 
ber plaintiff went to Dublin, and, in company 
with Mrs. Hughes, of Hannaville Park, Tere- 
nure, a sister of the defendant, went around 
the shops looking for carpets, etc. The de- 
fendant came to Clashmore at Christmas, 
1932, when plaintiff's mother was very ill, 
and during his stay it was arranged that the 
merriage should take place about Easter, 
After Dr. Connolly had returned to 
Kilcullen, plaintiff's father wrote to him 
suggesting that the marriage should take 
place at University College Chapel during 
the first week after Easter. The defendant 
replied in somewhat general terms, but quite 
acquiesced in the arrangement. About Easter, 
1933, Miss Flavin wrote several letters to 
the defendant, but the defendant did not 
reply. Nothing seemed to have happened 
until July, when. plaintiff’s father, who did 
not wish to be unpleasant about the matter, 
wrote to the defendant inviting him to spend 
his holidavs at Clashmore. The defendant 
replied that he had already made his arrange- 
ments, and he did not go down, but im 
September, 1933, he wrote to plaintiff that if 
she wished he was ready to release her from 
the engagement, and almost immediately he 
wrote another, in which he expressed sorrow 
for the first, and said he would be delighted if 
she could go to Kilcullen. During the first 
week of October, 1933, plaintiff vainly tried 
to get into communication with the defen-. 
dant, and then drove with Father Flavin to 
Kilcullen to see him. They waited there 
from about 7 p.m. until 11 p.m., but failed to 
see Dr. Connolly. 


WEDDING DATES 


Miss Flavin, continued counsel, then went 
to see the defendant’s sister, Mrs. Hughes. 
‘The latter knew that Dr. Connolly had to 
attend at the Kilcullen Dispensary on certain 
days, and on the second Wednesday in 
October, 1933, accompanied plaintiff to Kil- 
cullen. Mrs. Hughes went inte the dis- 
pensary, and after a time the defendant came 
out. His manner was very peculiar. Dr. 
Connolly entertained plaintiff and Mrs. 
Hughes to dinner that evening. and at the 
dinner plaintiff said: “If you wish to break 
off the engagement, here is your ring,” ofter- 
ing it back to him. The‘defendant declined 
to take it, saying he was prepared to get 
married to her as soon as possible. Mrs. 
Hughes suggested that they should get 
married on 16th November, but, subject to 
the consent of plaintiff's parents, the cere- 
mony was fixed for 22nd November, 1935. 
During the first week of November the de- 
fendant went to Clashmore.  Plaintaff’s 
mother was still in a very precarious state of 
health. and it was arranged that the marriage 
should take place after Christmas. The defen- 
dant agreed to that, and said he would make 


the necessary arrangements, but not a line 
came from rod i sé par tAE Gras Shine 
Leuters and one calls were i 
him without success, but on 8th December 
pair got him on the telephone.

She was not in 
Dublin in 1929, and did not see him again 
until January, 1930, when she was again at 
Glenageary for three weeks, and met him 
nearly every evening as he drove up from 
Kilcullen. She went to a ball at the Gresham 
Hotel, Dublin, with him, and — ta 
the pictures and the theatre, efendan 
visited Clashmore in February, 1930, and 
stayed about a week. 

“ There was nothing,’’ said counsel, '' to 
bring him to Clashmore net "g you?” 

“ No,” replied the plaintiff, who went on 
to describe a visit that she said she paid to 
Dundrum in August, 1931, for about a month, 
during which the defendant met her every 
evening. They were driving together to her 
brother Garrett’s house at Glenageary one. 
evening. ‘he defendant stopped the car on 
the way and proposed marriage to her, and 
she accepted. When they arrived at Glena- 
geary the engagement was anpounced, and 
there was a little celebration. ‘Three days 
later deferdant bought her an engagement 
ring for £47 10s. at Weir's. ap 

Coming to July, 1932, after mentioning. 
that the arrangement was that they should 
et married within a space of two years 
rom August, 1931, the plaintiff stated that 
defendant spent five weeks—his whole holi- 
day—at Clashmore. He took her to Cork 
during it, and bought -her presents of a 
pendant and a handbag. She went to Dublin 
for the Horse Show, and the defendant, 
whom she saw everv day, bought her a fur 
coat. 

“ For £35,” said counsel. 

Plaintiff said that she did not know what 
it cost. On 26th August, 1932, the defendant 
wrote telling her that at last he had got a 
house. The letter was read. It started, 
“ My dearest Eileen,’ and continued “I am 
happy to tell you I have got a house at last, 
having taken it from Colonel Blacquiere '—a 
lovely residence, close to the Curragh—and 
adding : ‘‘ Now, Eileen, I want you to see it, 
so that you can arrange it for yourself. | 
am sure you will love it. I have a good deal 
of things here, but I will want you to get 
carpets for the rooms. I' don’t think | 
peri ever stand another winter alone.. | 
want you to marry me before Advent. Why 
should there be any delay’? God knows, we 
have waited lang enough. The long delay 
is worrying me.” 


TO BUY CARPETS 

Along with the defendant’s sister, Mrs. 
Hughes, she went to see the house in Kil- 
cullen in September, 1932, and subsequently 
they went to various shops to. select .carpets, 
etc. During a visit to Clashmore, the follow- 
ing Christmas, it was arranged that the mar- 
riage should take place about Easter, 1933, 
but defendant did not keep that arrangement. 
In September, 1933, she got a letter from 
defendant asking her, if she wished to break 
the engagement, but, almost by the same 
post, she got another from him saying he was 
very sorry if the first letter had caused her 
any worry, and asking her to come to Naas 
on the "bus. 

In October, 1933, she went to Dublin. She 
could get no answer from defendant to her 
letters and telephone inquiries, and, finally, 
she and Mrs. Haghes went together to Kil- 
enllen to see him. That was after she and 
Father Flavin had visited Kilcullen and 
waited nearly four hours in an unsuccessful 
effort to get in touch with him. She and 
Mrs. Hughes had dinner at defendant’s house. 
When the marriage was mentioned, he said 


i that when he wanted me I was not free to 


ret married, and he was not free now. 
Vhereupon, she took off her engagement ring 
at the table and offered it to him. He re- 
fused to take it, and said he would not break 
off the engagement. 

Other direct evidence was substantially on 
the lines set out in counsel’s opening address. 


PLAINTIFF CROSS- 
EXAMINED 


In cross-examination by Mr. Wood, the 
plaintiff agreed that in all the letters from 
August, 1931, till February, 1932, defendant 
signed himself ‘‘ Your own Paul,” and she 
had written “ Best love from your Eileen.’’ 

Counsel put it to her that from October, 
1933, the last time defendant saw her, there 
was no arrangement about marriage existing ? 

Witness—Except between my father and 
himself. 

Asked if he did not write several times 
worrying her about not marrying him, wit- 
ness 1eplied: “ Once or twice,’ 

Regarding the arrangement to marry at 
Easter, 1935, she said that he broke that ar- 
rangement off by not coming down that 
morning. 

John Flavin, father of the plaintiff, 
examined by Mr. Martin Maguire, said that 
he met Dr. Connolly about 1928, and he 
stayed on several occasions at witness's 
house. In a conversation some time about 
Christmas, 1932, on the subject of the mar- 
rlage, witness said that some arrangement 
should be come to, but defendant said that 
there was time enough. The following Easter 
was suggested, but defendant again said 
there was time enough. . He did not come at 
Easter, and afterwards said he had been on 
holidays, and could not conveniently come 
down at the time. He came to witness's 
house about September last and stayed a 
week. Witness said it was time to come to 
some definite arrangement about the marriage 
with plaintiff, but he again said there was no 
hurry, and that he and Eileen had agreed to 
put it off until January. He was aware later 
of a date fixed for the wedding, and he never 
saw the defendant again at his house. 

Garrett Flavin, a brother of plaintiff, 
examined by Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald, also gave 
evidence in support of the statements about 
an arrangement having been made for the 
marriage. 

The case for the plaintiff then closed. 


THE DEFENCE 

Mr. Wood, for the defence, said that, so 
far from Dr. Connolly running away from 
this girl, he was anxious to marry her the 
whole time, but could never get her to fix 
a definite date. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne--Doés that mean that 

the defendant was always ready and willing 
to marry the plaintiff? 
Mr. Wood—Yes, up to about October, 
i933, when we say that an interview occurred 
which amounted to a rescission of the contract. 
Counsel continued hat undoubtediv there 
was an engagement made in August, 1931, 
but the plaintiff said she would not marry 
him until two years from that date, and, in 
the meantime, he should get a suitable house. 
The defendant was anxious for an earlier 
marriage. That was evident from the cor- 
respondence, and particularly from the letter 
of September, 1952, in which Dr. Connolly 
asked her to visit the house he had bought, 
and to see about carpets and furniture for it, 
Right up to October, 1 continued 
urging her to fix a date. e had fulfilled 
the condition about the house, and naturally 
thought she would marry him. 

Counsel read a letter written by Miss 
Flavin in September, 1932, in which. she 
expressed mu that they did not seem to 
get on as well together as before, and stating 
that, if he wished, she would set him free. | 
She continued putting off the date, and even 
when Easter, 1933, was suggested as a date 
for the wedding, she suid that she did not

WENT TO ASYLUM 


Coming to the making of the will in May. 
1952, counsel said that the testator came into 
Mr. Kennedy’s office and said that he wanted 
to make his will, stating that his assets 
were £1,000 invested in the National Loan 
and £2,200 on deposit receipt in the bank 
at Banagher. He appointed Father Leahy 
one of his executors. and he left him £100 
for Masses. His other executor was Mr 
Joseph Larkin, his superior officer in the Canal 
Company, and he beqneated him £100. He 
left, all the stock and furniture to his brother 
Henry and his sister Frances. He directed 
that the money on deposit receipt should 
be invested, and that the income from in- 
vestments, together with the income from 
the National Loan, should be paid to his 
brother Henry and his sister Frances during 
their lifetime, and that, after their deaths. 
the property should go ‘to such Catholic 
charities, as his executors should think fit. 
Testator also bequeated £100 to Father 
O'Reilly, C.C.. Banagher, for Masses. but 
the three legacies were not to be paid until 
after the deaths of his brother and sister. 
rhe sister predeceased the testator, dying in 
Ballinasloe Asylum. Six days after making 
his will the testator himself went into Bal.

He 
also is a hockey player of distinction ; he 
is a Munster interprovincial, and plays 
hockey as well as Rugby for the Bank of 
Ireland. 


Ghe Railway Station 


There is no more dismal place in the 
world than an Irish railway station. It is 
only when one visits oth r countries and 
sees the efforts made to make this meeting- 
place for humanity a bright spot that one 
cannot anderstand the lack of imagination 
in those responsible for our dreary dépéts. 
We could not attempt to build the palatial 
rendezvous that New York and the States 
boast, where the most luxurious restaurants 
are side by side with the simple lunch 
counter to suit all tastes. But a few pots 
of paint, a few bright posters, and, above 
all, a seat. 1 once asked. the porter at 
Harcourt Street Station why there was not 
a seat available, and the people from the 
suburbs were obliged to stand in a queue 
carrying heavy parcels awaiting the open- 
ing of the ticket office. “ Why,’’ he cried, 
‘‘7f we had a bench now ye’d have them 
sittin’ here all dar.” 


Ghe Irish in .Australia 


A friend living in Melbourne writes to 
tell me that the centenary celebrations 
there will be on a lavish scale. For the 
considerable Irish population in that city 
and the many thousands who will come in 
from the surrounding countryside interest 
chiefly centres in the Eucharistic Congress, 
at which Cardinal MacRory will preside 
as Papal Legate. There is, my friend 
assures me, general satisfaction that the 
Primate of All Ireland should have been 
chosen for this honour; for Irishmen were 
responsible for establishing the Catholic 
Church in Australia. 

The first official recognition accorded to 
the Catholic religion in Australia was in 
1803, when Father James Dixon—who 
had. been transported following the '98 
rising—received the Governor’s permission 
to celebrate Mass. Fathers O'Neill and 
Harold, also prisoners, later received 
similar concessions ; but later the privileges 
were withdrawn and the priests banished 
from the Dominion. In 1817 Father 
Jeremiah O'Flynn, a Cork Cistercian, 
contrived by a ruse to enter Sydnev, where. 
clad in civilian clothes, he carried out his 
duties in secret until detected and ex- 
pelled. 

A storm of protest in England followed 
Father O’Flynn’s expulsion, and indigna- 
tion also waxed high when it was realised 
that Catholic prisoners were forced to 
attend non-Catholic Services. As a result 
two Catholic priests were permitted to 
enter the Dominion, and from the host of 
volunteers the ecclesiastical authorities 
selected two. Irishmen—Fathers Conolly 
and Therry. Gradually, as bigotry gave 
way to tolerance, the number of priests in 
Australia increased. Most of them came 
from Ireland, which still sends a constant 
stream of religious “down under.” 


Invisible Glass 


I have not yet noticed in Dublin shop- 
windows the latest device for increasing 
their attractiveness, although it is to be 
seen in several English cities. The on- 


looker, gazing in the window, is inclined 


at first sight to believe that there is |: 


nothing between him and the objects dis- 
played: in other words, that the window 
is quite open. After a little while, he 
may perceive the curious spectacle of a 
fly crawling upwards or downwards in 
mid-air. This apparent miracle, however, 
is merely an illusion created by the sub- 
stitution of invisible glass for the ordi- 
nary plate glass. Only the sense of touch 
could detect the presence of this sub- 
stance, which is, apparently, ordinary 
glass treated by some special process. 
do not know whether the method has yet 
been applied to objects of three dimen- 
sions, but it would be interesting to order 
a drink and watch it being poured from 
an invisible bottle into an invisible 
tumbler. 


Mrs. Ellsworth Ford

had a chat with Mrs. Ellsworth Ford, of 
New York, who has come to Ireland to 
hunt. Mrs. Ford explained to me that 
from childhood she was brought up in the 
Irish tradition: her grandmother, the late

Christie, of Castlebar, before she married 
a Spanish grandee. After spending the 
summer at Antibes, Mrs. Ford came on 
from Paris a week ago, along with her 
husband and Mr. Robert White, ct 
Virginia. But while Mr. Ford does not 
hunt and is a yachting enthusiast instead, 
having sailed in the Fastnet races last 
year, Mr. White intends to remain here 
for the hunting season. | ! 

On Saturday this charming American 
hunted with the Wards, when her dark 
habit, with the orange and green colours 
of her own hunt, the Old Chatham 
Hounds, New York, attracted much atten- 
tion. Her views on the sport in this 
country are noteworthy. She was delighted 
with her thirty-five minutes’ run on Satur- 
day with the Wards.

able, if that of the 26-County Catholics for 
freedom from Britain is unanswerabie, as, 
agaia with proper safeguards, I think it is. 
But there is a wider fallacy in Mr, 
Lemass s contention. What are national 
frontiers? Could his doctrine not be used 
to justify the sovereignty of England over 
Scotland, Wales and Ireland; of France over 
Brittany and Alsace, of Spain over 
Catalonia, and so forth? There are usually 
two irreconcilable views of what constitutes 
the nation and. its frontier. Moreover, a 
national frontier is not the result of racial 
or linguistic equity; it is usually the work 
of historical injustice, whether warfare or 
“ peaceful penetration.”’ In what sense, for 
example, is the national frontier of France 
a decree of Providence or the result of 
deliberate solidarity? Did not the Capetian 
monarchy, by fair means or by foul, annex 
and absorb the independent, or virtually 
independent, Duchies of Aquitaine, Brittany 
and Burgundy; the Counties of Toulousé 
and Provence, and the Delphinate of Vienne, 
to name the more important only of the 
accretions ? 

Which of the frontiers of the European 
map, as existing to-day, would Mr. Lemass/ 
consider to be national—and which subject 
to possible self-determination? And how 
does he define national, unless it be in terms 
of racial, linguistic or cultural unity, or 
deliberate solidarity?

THE CULTIVATION 
OF TOLERANCE

The need for the teaching of “ Civics ” in 
schools was mentioned in a paper on “ The 
Civic Spirit,’’ which was read by Mr. Robert 
J. Burke at a meeting of the Old Dublin 
Society in the Lord Mayor's Court, Dublin, 
last might. 7 

Mr, Burke said that in education the vital 
every-day things: have never been taught, and 
he asked *‘ was it in malice that education, 
which turns out unemployable men at its 
highest, was given to the bhus eee 
subject of “ Civics” in schools should, he 
thought, be compulsory. The suffrage is now 
extended to every man and woman over 
twenty-one, and he believed that for the good 
of the community the vote should be attained 
by some merit or other. 

‘* If you do not think that property and the 
responsibility that it brings with it is a merit, 
let it be an educational test—perhaps a ‘ leav 
ing certificate ’ or its ne Noe Conviction 
of crime should be a disqualification for, at 
least, a number of years,’’ added the speaker. 


THE BOWERY SPIRIT 


“In our anxiety against becoming 

Anglicised’ we have been taken off our 
guard, and we have become ‘ Americanised

SEASON'S FIRST MUSICAL 
RECITAL 


It was a generous and characteristic 
esture on the part of the Royal Dublin 
ociety to open their musical recitals for the 
= season with two concerts by the 
ublin Philharmonic Orchestra—an organisa- 
tion which, in consequence of the closing 
down of the Theatre HKoyal, has been left 
without an adequate hall for their recitals. 
The Royal Dublin Society stepped into the 
breach, and have arranged with ‘‘ the Pbil- 
harmonic’ to give a couple of recitals. It 
was quite a large audience which attended 
the afternoon concert yesterday. In the ab- 
sence of Colonel Fritz Brasé, who has been 
prevented by illness from conducting the 
orchestra, the baton was taken over by Dr. 
J. F. Larchet, who has had previous experi- 
ence, acquired under Commendatore Esposito, 
and who had already conducted a string 
orchestra at Ballsbridge. 

It was a delightful programme, opening 
with the Overture to Mendelssohn's 
"" Fingal’s Cave.” There is no more descrip- 
tive seascape in music than this work of 
Mendelssohn. and Dr. Larchet is to be con- 
gratalated on the manner in which he caught 
and reflected its varying colours and moods 
The string tone in the opening passages was 
realistic in its representation of soft, rip- 
pling waves. which contrasted vividly with 
tus later movements with its turbulent 
storm-tossed seas. It was all splendidly 
painted. 

The central place in the atternoon’s. pro- 
gramme was given to the Mozart Violin Con- 
certo in D major (op. 121), with Arthur 
Franks, the young Dublin violinist, playing 
the solo part. One does not hear nearly 
enough of this young player. His work yes- 
terday was brilhant, not only for his ititer- 
pretation, but for his technique. He carried 
the opening Allegro movement with a lovely 
rhythm. he tone was exquisitely sweet 
and full, and technical difficulties were sur- 
mounted almost as if they did not exist. The 
orchestral support at the beginning of this 
movement sounded a little woolly and heavy, 
but it improved, especially in the succeed. 
ing movement. Here the soloist gave to the 
Andante Cantabile the uisite beauty of 
tcne.

TOWN-PLANNING 


He congratulated the Institution on the 
nassing of. the Town and Regional Plansing 
Act, 1934. Since tribes first settled, or 
attempted to settle, and make a home at a 
selected place, he said, town-planning had 
heen practised. lown-planning in the sense 
of organised effort on the part of a municipal 
authority to provide wide and beautiful 
thoroughfares and ample open spaces and 
views of its more worthy buildings, might 
be said to have originated in Paris. Vienna, 
Berlin, Pest and Buda had followed. Dub- 
lin made an effort when, at the instigation 
ot the Wide Streets Commissioners, O'Connell 
street was laid out to rank among the. finest 
thoroughfares in Europe, but was destined 
to be largely spoilt by the Nelson Memorial 
Committee and other memorial enthusiasts 

Having gone through the provisions of the 
new Act. Mr. O’Dwver said that the powers 
eynferred on the Corporations as regional 
planning authorities did not appear to be 
very extensive. 

Reviewing the action to be taken by a 
planning authority ana its engineering ad- 
viser in preparing a plonning scheme, he 
said that when a planning scheme was made 
according to the provisions of the Act, and 
a resolution passed, the planning authority 
must go on with a scheme to which the 
Minister is prépared to agree. 


A SERIOUS MATTER 


There was no power to revoke the ~esolu- 
tion once it was legally passed. A resolution 
deciding to make a planning scheme was, 
therefore, a very serious matter, and it would 
probably be better business on the part of 
the planning authority in the first instance 
to have their area surveyed, and have a 
a on the extent to which a planning 
scheme may be necessary. The Act, he said, 
provided for the survey of an area, and he 
described how the surveyor should lay out his

A 
crisis has been reached in the affairs oí the 
Republic, and its aged Premier, M. 


hardly can be over-estimated, is at grips 
with the most fateful struggle of his career. 
During recent months things have not been 
going very well in France. M. Doumergue 
has experienced the obstructive tactics of 
self-seeking politicians, and he has realised 
that, if democratic government in France 


is to survive, certain constitutional changes 
are essential. To that end he has made 
definite proposals for constitutional re 
forms, the acceptance of which by. Parlia- 
ment would necessitate the. convention 
of a special Constitutional Assembly at 
Versailles. The principal feature of these 
projected reforms is the limitation of the 


powers of Chamber and Senate, At present 
the Upper House has the power to exercise 


ment can be dissolved only when the 
Premier has secured the consent of the 
Senate as well as of the President of the 
Republic. M. Doumergue take the 
sensible view that this veto—which is 
supposed to provide a democratic check on 
over-ambitious Premiers—really defeats 
its own end, and that the cramping of the 
Executive's powers is largely responsible 
for the condition of instability which has 
grown up in French politics. After a stern 
tussle he has managed to obtain a majority 
vote of the Cabinet for his new scheme ; 
but M. Herriot and his five Radical 
colleagues have refused to give their 
approval, and are holding themselves com- 
pletely free to vote as they may choose 
when the Premier brings his proposals 
before the Chamber. 

For the last few days there has been 
much uneasiness in Paris. The Stock 
Market has been depressed; political 
circles have been in a state of confusion, 
and generally there has been a feeling 
that, if something is not done soon, a very 
grave condition of affairs will be pre- 
cipitated. M. Doumergue has decided to 
fight his case to a finish. He not only has 
msisted on the presentation of his full 
programme of constitutional reforms to 
the Chamber; but he proposes on Thurs- 
day to ask for certain Votes on Account, 
which M. Germain-Martin, the Minister 
for Finance, has refused to sponsor. If 
the .Radicals vote against -his proposals, 
the Premier, in all probability, will ask 
the President’s consent to a dissolution, 
and the Senate, which is more friendly to 
him than the Chamber, almost certainly 
will acquiesce. The only hope that 
M. Doumergue seems to have of a peace- 
ful solution to the crisis is a split in the 
Radical vote. M. Herriot and his 


to force a dissolution; but competent 
observers of the situation take the view 
that the rank and file of the Radical 
deputies have no desire to face their con- 
stituents, and that they will go to almost 
any lengths to avoid a general election. 
It is just possible, therefore, that the 
Radical yote in the Chamber will be 
divided, and that, in sheer desperation, 
the more timorous among M. Herriot’s 
followers will support the Government in 
respect both of the credits which M. 
Doumergue is demanding, and of the pro- 
posed reforms in the Constitution. A 
victory in the Chamber would constitute 
one of the greatest personal triumphs for 
the Premier in the history of French 
politics. Defeat, doubtless, will mean a 
general election, with the intensification 
of all the dangerous intrigues to which M. 
Doumergue referred on Sunday in his 
broadcast speech. -

‘Democracy in England is a tradition; in 
France it is almost a religion, and the 
people’s love of freedom is so great that 
they instinctively suspect anybody who 
seeks in the least degree to interfere with 
their Constitution.

He 
is fighting for the liberty of France to 
manage her own affairs in the best possible 
way, and yet he is being accused of 
dictatorial pretensions. There is little 
doubt that cn the extreme Right certain 
politicians—flotably M. André Tardieu~- 
chafe under the restrictions of French 
democracy, and possibly would welcome a 
more. persoftal system of rule; but M. 
'Doumergue is not of their number. He

'democratic freedom which has been the 
greatest gift of the French race to 
mankind. He wishes to purify the wells 
of his country’s government, which have 
been poisoned by unscrupulous politicians ; 
but he certainly has no desire either to

The Carpet Eaters 


In these climes the grasshopper usually 
is regarded as a harmless eccentric. With 
an engaging desire to amuse, he will lie in 
the grass until the curious human is within 
a few feet of him, and then suddenly leap 
out of reach. The game may be prolonged 
until such time as the pursuer realises the 
forlorn nature of. his endeavour. There 
are, however, instances on record of 
the insects actually being taken alive by 
persons with a highly developed stalking 
sense ; but, even in this‘extreme situation, 
the grasshopper never has been known to 
attempt reprisals. - His chirping voice is a 
pleasant accompaniment to watching one’s 
relatives roll the tennis court on a summer 
day, and a valid, if somewhat threadbare, 
excuse for continued inactivity may be 
found in an offer to look for the insect 
itself. Thus it may be seen that our past 
experience of the grasshopper has led us to 
expect nothing but good of him, and + 
recent news item from Adelaide must come 
as a shock to many people. The regrettable 
truth is that this kind-hearted insect has 
run amok in Australia. An area of some 
250 square miles is now subject to his 
lightest whim, and, whether alive or dead, 
he is proving a source of extreme annoy- 
ance to the inhabitants of the district. It 
must not be imagined that these are 
isolated instances of grasshoppers becoming 
suddenly irresponsible, and turning upon 
human beings ; for the destructive power of 
the solo grasshopper is comparatively 
negligible. It is in the enormous numbers 
of the insects that the danger lies, and the 
danger is very real. One is accustomed to 
put up with a certain amount of greed on 
the part of visiting insects, and if the 
kitchen garden was not laid bare at least 
once during the summer, some gardeners 
might come to doubt the existence of the 
Fates ; but when the insects start to con- 
sume the carpet under one’s feet—as they 
are doing on Eyre's Peninsula—even the 
most stolid householder will rise in protest. 
There is further cause for anxiety in the 
thought that once the grasshopper has 
tasted the new delicacy he will not be 
content with anything else; and, if the 
plague reaches Melbourne, but little will be 
left, of the red carpets which are playing so 
large a part in the Centenary Celebra- 
tions.

It was satisfactory to know 
that the ideals of ‘Thomas Davis and of Irish- 
men of high repute in the past was de 
fostered in Trinity College. He believe 
that the study of the Irish language would 
result in henefit to the students, and, through 
them, to the people of the entire country. The 
schools throughout the whole country were 
doing excellent work for the spread of the 
language, although there were people who 
doubted that much progress was being made 
and that most of the children who left the 
schools were not so far advanced in the use 
of the language as that they could carry on 
the ordinary business of life through that 
medium. The teaching and the learning was, 
nevertheless, progressing from year to year; 
and, yet, there was much more to be done to 
make Irish the national janguage. They should 
ask themselves what they were doing i" this 
Society to advance the use of the language, 
and to ue the means at their disp sal for 
th: . purpose. They had a great deal in their 
power, and he trusted that they would make 
uss of their op; ortunities to spread a sound 
knowledge of the national language. The era 
of folk-lore was left behind. They had to 
build up a modern literature, and that, he 
‘believed, would rest in a large degree with 
University graduates, The number of modern 
Irish books, especially original works, was 
small, and the need for good wor’. was great, 
What was urgently needed for the cause of 
the language was the spirit of the young 
people, and that ought to be ‘encouraged. 

jas the preservation of the Gaeltacht ox 
the salvation of the language the same 
problem. The Gaeltacht problem was mainly 
one of politics. When speaking of the salva- 
tion of the language it should be remembered 
that there are no more than 10,000 children 
in the fior-Gaeltacht who receive £2 subsidy 
for speaking Irish. A half-million children 
were attending the schools throughout the 
country, and the language would have to be 
saved for these as well as for the 10,000.

The conditions governing the future acquisition 


and termination of citizenship in the Irish Free State shall be 


determined by law. 


This, it will be noted, Jeft the question of the acquisition of 
citizenship subsequent to the passing of the Constitution in a state 
of uncertainty to be “‘determined by law. 


Since then there have been instances in which the question of 
citizenship has been defined by Statute for a special purpose, as in 


the case of the Control of Manufactures Act. 


When this Act 


was in the Senate, Mr. Lemass, Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, referred to the coming of the present bill, and admitted that, 
when it became law, it would alter the position considerably. He 
said that all existing legislation would have to be examined in order 
to ensure that there would be no conflict. 


NATURAL BORN CITIZENS 


The new bill specially provides that the 
following persons shall be natural-born 
citizens of the Free State :—

THE EXCEPTIONS 

There are certain exceptions in regard to 
these. In the case of a person born outside 
the Free State bn or after 6th December, 
1922, whose father was a natural-born 
citizen of the Free State, and not employed 
in the service of the Free State Govern- 
ment, such person’s birth should be regis- 
tered within one year or, in special circum- 
stances, within two years, in the foreign 
births’ register. Such register will be set 
up by the Minister for External Affairs. 
The Minister will also cause to be kept at 
every Legation and Consulate a foreign 
births’ entry book, 

Any person who is not a citizen of the 
Free State tay apply for naturalisation, 
which the Minister for Justice may grant 
or refuse. Such certificate will not be 
granted to a person of unsound mind. or 
who has not reached the age of 21. Such 
peison must be of good character and have 
resided in the Free State for one year, and 
during the: previous eight years for a con- 
‘inuous period of four years, or for a 
number of discontinuous periods amount- 
ing to four years. In the case of a person 
born in Ireland before 6th December, 1922, 

' Minister may dispense with the resi- 
dence qualification during more than one 
‘ear. The same concession may be made 
n the case of a widew who had lost her 
citizenship owing to her marriage with a 
ioreigner. 

Provision is made for the issue of a 
certificate to remove doubts as to whether 
a person is entitled to citizenship. 


MARRIED PERSONS 


In the ease of a married person whose 
certificate 6f naturalisation is revoked, 
such revocation shall not of itself prejudice 
or affect the citizenship of the husband or 
wife as the case may be.

When they arrived 
there he saw the dead body of a man lying 
on the threshold of the door leading from 
the drawingroom into the hall. The body 
was lying on its back, and the feet were out 
in the hall, the upper portion of the body 
being in the drawingroom. In consequence 
of what he heard, he went to Beggar's 
Bush Barracks, accompanied by the three 
other detectives, arriving there about 7.5. 
He saw Commandant O’Brien there through 
a window, and next saw him at an open 
door with his hands in his pockets. His hat 
and overcoat were off. Witness approached 
him and said: “ Is that Commandant 
©’ Brien ?’’ and he replied, “ Yes.” Witness 
then said: “I want you.” He advanced 
towards witness, who told him to put up 
his hands, He complied, and witness again 
asked him if he was Commandant Leo 
O’Brien, and he replied in the affirmative. 


“IS HE DEAD?” 


Mr. Clarke—What happened then? 

Witness—I told him that I was a detec- 
tive officer, and that I was arresting him 
for the murder of a man named Stokes at 
Mespil road a short ti: e previously by 
I cautioned him, and in 
reply he said “ Righto.’’

THREE BULLETS IN BODY 

“Three bullets entered the body; they 
were fired from close range, yet outside 
the singeing range,’ said Mr. John 
McGrath, State Pathologist, at the 
inquest held yesterday on the body of 
Stokes by the Coroner for South Count 
Dublin (Dr. J. P. Brennan), sitting with 
a jury at the Londonbridge road Morgue, 
Irishtown, 

Continuing his evidence, Dr, McGrath 
said that there was one bullet wound in the 
chest, another in the left shoulder, and a 
third. below the centre of the throat, The 
bullets, two. of which had passed right 
through the body, had broken three ribs 
and caused severe hemorrhage. One 
bullet, which the doctor produced, had, he 
said, pierced the chest bone and left lung. 
and became embedded in the muscle seven 
inches from the point where it had entered. 
Death, in his opinion, was due to 
hemorrhage and asphyxia following the 
injuries described. 

e body was identified by Mr. Louis 
Marié ,of 98 Upper Leeson street, Dublin, 
who said that when he last saw his 
brother-in-law on Friday, November 2nd, 
he was in perfect health.

COURT HELD IN 
HOSPITAL WARD 


INJURED FARMER'S 
STORY 


From Our ConnREsPoNpENT, 
ENNIS, Monday. 


DRAMATIC scene was witnessed at 

the Scarriff District Hospital last 
night when Daniel MacAllen. the 55-year- 
old farmer from Gortaveha, Feakle, County 
Clare, was confronted with young men 
whom he identified as those who had called 
to his home on Saturday night when he 
was fired at and wounded. 

The two men were Martin Murray and 
John MacNamara, both the sons of small 
farmers. Murray lives in a cottage ad- 
joining the MacAllen’s at Gortaveha, and 
MacNamara a short distance away, 


THE COURT 


At a Special Court held by District 
Justice Gleesom in the ward of Scarriff 
Hospital, in which MacAllen has already 
undergone two operations, Murray and 
MacNamara were charged with attempted 
murder by Superintendent P. O'Sullivan, 

MacAllen made a deposition, in which 
he stated that on Saturday night. 
‘between day and dark,” he had finished 
his supper and then sat down by the fire 
with his wife, child and brother. About 
an hour afterwards the door was sent 
flying in against the partition, and two 
men stad ‘Rise up your hands.”’ 

Martin Murray and John MacNamara. 
whom he now saw at the foot of his bed 
were the two men. They came right into 
the middle of the kitchen. Murray had 
a single-barrelled shot-gun, and 
MacNamara a pistol. 

When they told him to rise up his hands 
Murray fired a shot, and MacNamara 
fired another immediately afterwards. It 
was just the same, he said, as if there had 
been a double-barrelled shot, 6ne had come 
so quickly after the other. 


GETTING CLOSE TO THE 
GUN 


“ When I first saw the two men levelling 
the guns at me,” continued MacAllen, “I 
made a rtish to get as close as I could to 
them, because I knew I was murdered on 
the spot, because Martin Murray had it 
often promised to me. My intention was 
to get underneath the gun to save myself, 
but the shot fired by Murray struck me on 
the back of my left hand and broke it. It 
also struck me on the lower part of the 
body, and so did the shot fired by 
MacNamara. 

“ After the two shots striking me the 
men made out oí the house. 'The two men 
wore a kind oí blackish old masks on 
them, but I saw their faces all right. 
MacNamara was dressed in old clothes, 
and had a big old black, ragged over- 
coat on him. He had an old hat pulled 


down on his head. The other man was 


dressed in the same way, with an old over- 
I could not describe it, but, 
anyway, I got a sketch of his face. When 
he lifted the gun at me the mask lifted 
a little. The cther man’s*scarf also gave 
a little jerk, and I saw his face. I also 
recognised their voices. 


FOR TWENTY YEARS 


“I ought to know their voices well, 
because 1 am well accustomed to hearing 
them on the roads, unfortunately. I know 
Murray for the past twenty years, and the 
other man, who is his comrade and a 
blackguard like him, I know for the same 
time. Murray lives next door to me, and 
MacNamara a couple of hundred yards 
away. 

“On the day before this happened 1 
saw Murray with a shotgun in his hand. 
It was one of those guns that was bought 
a long time ago, but he did not leave it 
long until he made use of it. When 
Murray saw me he went into a house 
owned by a man named Kennedy, and put 
That was the last I 
saw of him that day. 

“ Murray threatened me several times. 
and I reported him to the sergeant in 
Feakle last October. He told me that my 
life was at an end. My brother Michael 
heard him saying that. Without rhyme 
or reason, he started to shout and abuse 
me as far as his voice could reach. 


THE TROUBLE 


“The cause of all the threatening was 
because he is a blackguard, and wants to 
see himself as a big, ftyrannising man. 
There is trouble going on between the two 
families since the Murrgys came to live in 
Gortaveha about thirty years ago, but 't 
was not so bad until Murray’s family 
grew up. I brought Murray to court more 
than once, and would have brought him 
oftener but I had not the money. The 
Court proceedings were over trespassing 
of cattle and bounds of land that I have 
been in for forty years, and that Murray 
wanted to claim as his own, 

On one occasion I bound him to the 
peace, but he broke his bonds.”’ 

Asked if they wished to cross-examine, 
Murray said: ‘‘ We have proof of where 
we were on that night.”’ 

Macnamara said: “ This man would say 
we were there even if we were in America. 
The man will swear it anyway.” 


THE ARREST 


Detective-Sergeant Mulroy stated that 
when arrested and charged Murray said: 
“ I have nothing to say except that I have 
five men to prove I was playing cards 
that night.” Macnamara said: “I say 
the same.’’ | 

Both men were remanded in custody to 
the Ennis District Court on Friday next.

8 to-morrow’s Congressional’ elections 

approach it is generally agreed that 

the United States will give an overwhelm- 

ing “O.K.” to President Roosevelt’s 
“new deal.’’ 

Both. parties are indulging in the usual 
shouts ar victory ” before the event, but 
Democratic backers find it very difficult to 
find Republican takers. 

This is not surprising; for the Re- 
opposition is disorganised, 
without attractive leaders, and its policy 
is little more than a reiteration of that 
“- orthodoxy ’’ which ended in the financial 
catastrophe of March, 1933, when unem. 
ployment rose to 13,000,000. 

Moreover, the ten millions still unem. 
ployed—amounting with their families 
probably to some fifteen or twenty million 
voters—are interested mainly in securing 
relief for the coming winter. They are un- 
likely to look kindly upon a party which 
has vigorously denounced public relief to 
the unemployed as “ pauperisation.’’ 

The oaks questions are: whether the 
Democrats will secure a_ two-thirds 
majority in the Senate, enabling them to 
over-ride all obstruction by the “ gag 
rule,” and whether the new Congress will 
be more “ Radical " than the old, and 
Jess inclined to heed the restraining hand 
of President Roosevelt, who has recently 
shown signs of a more Conservative out- 


| look. 


The old two-party divisions of American 
elections have been largely obscured by 
the personal popularity of President 
Roosevelt and his “ new deal.” So much 
is this so that many Left-wing Republicans 
have been assuring the electors that they 
will support the President if they are re- 
turned to Congress, and have based their 
campaigns more on local issues than on 
national policy. 


GOVERNORSHIPS 


In public interest the campaign of the 
novelist, Mr. Upton Sinclair, for the 
Governorship of California has almost 
overshadowed the Congressional election. 

The magnates of Hollywood are against 
him, as well as local business interests. 
They have threatened to remove the film 
industry to Florida—Ualifornia’s hated 
rival—and have been accused of trying to 
force film stars to take part in the cam- 
paign against Mr. Sinclair. 

A few weeks ago it was believed that 
Mr. Sinclair stood a good chance of vic- 
tory. ‘To-day, however, his prospects are 
generally agreed to be almost hopeless, 
owing to the fact that the official Democrat 
Party opposes him, although he secured 
the party nomination in the primary elec- 
tion. 


In Wisconsin the veteran Socialist, 
Robert La Follette, is standing for re- 
election to the Senate as a Democrat with 
President Roosevelt's blessing. 
believed to have an excellent chance. 

In New York State the three candidates 
for the Governorship, Governer Lehman 
(Democrat), Mr. Robert Moses (Republi- 
can) and Mr. Charles Solomon (Socialist), 
all are members of the Jewish faith.

SIR JOHN SIMON ON 
THE SAAR 


The Foreign Secretary’s statement on 
the Saar in the House of Commons yester- 
day clearly defined the position of His 
Majesty’s Government, and there will be 
universal concurrence in his concluding 
hope. that, with due restraint, the plebis- 
cite, which it is the duty of the League 
Council to conduct, will be carried through 
properly and in due order on January 145, 
remarks The Times editorially. “Earlier he 
stated that a situation in which the 
Government of. the Saar found itself 
unable to maintain order ought not to 
occur. These hopeful estimates are sup- 
ported by the wise and restrained beha- 
viour of both the German and French 
Governments in a matter which rouses 
strong feeling in either country. The 
German Ambassador called on the Foreign 
Secretary yesterday and confirmed the 
information already published, that the 
German authorities, on their side of the 
frontier, had prohibited their organised 
Nazi formations, the S.S. and the S8.A., 
from holding parades, or even wearing uni- 
forms, over a zone twenty-five miles wide, 
for one month covering the period of tho 
plebiscite. Sir John Simon has already 
expressed to the French and German 
Governments. the satisfaction of the 
British Government at Herr Von Hoesch’s 
announcement. 

This time German precaution followed a 
precautionary measure on the French side. 
Last September M. Barthon announced at 
Geneva that the French Government in- 
tended to carry out, if necessary, the 
obligations incurred for keeping order in 
the Saar, in accordance with the decisions 
of the League Council in 1925 and 1926. The 
Governing Commission of the Saar, itself 
a League body, hag never felt that it has 
been adequately supplied with gendarmes. 
Some vears ago, therefore. it formally ex- 
pressed to the Council of the League its 
view that it should be entitled to call upon 
troops statiored outside the territory and 
in the vicinity of the frontiers, and to 
assist, if necessary, in'the maintenance of 
order. This claim received the approba- 
tion of the Council in 1926, and the fears 
of the Governing Commission have natur- 
ally become more insistent with the 
approach of the plebiscite and the danger 
of disorders which the excitement prevail- 
ing in the territory renders far from 
negligible. 

Within the last few weeks the French 
Government have let it be understood that 
the reqnisite military plans have been 
made for entering the Saar expeditiously 
should the request come from the Gevern- 
ing Commission. There has been no move- 
ment of troops from their normal 
positions, and it is hoped that there will 
be none. Fortunately, the pros now 
is that there wil! be no need for interven- 
tion from the outside, but if there is 
French troops will act in the capacity of 
international police, and no State which 
is a member of the Council of the League 
can escape some share of responsibility 
for any action that mav have to be taken 
for the maintenarce of the Governing Com. 
mission’s authority. “&

DETECTIVES TRY TO

CENES of disorder and confusion in 

which blows were exchanged, took 
place in the Council Chamber of the Town 
Hall, Limerick, this evening, when a con- 
ference of Blue Shirts, called by General 
O’Duffy’s supporters, was held. 

No sooner had General O’Duffy taken 
the chair than it became obvious that the 
proceedings would not pass without inci- 
dent. There were not more than thirty 
people present, some of whom were girls 

When a small minority challenged the 
right of General O’Duffy to preside, a 
verbal warfare ensued, and all was con- 
fusion for a time. Above the din Gene- 
ral O'Duffy could be heard declaring that 
that was a conference of his supporters, 
and other people had no right to attend. 


BLOWS STRUCK 


To this remark Captain Quish replied 
that General O’Duffy had a perfect right 
to enter every parish in Ireland, but he 
had no right to presume to speak to the 
Limerick Division of the League. of Youth. 

The disorder became more intensified as 
young men in blue shirts jumped on to 
the seats and tables, arguing and gesticu- 
lating. 

Then General O’Duffy left his seat and 
called for order, following which there 
were shouts of “ Put them out,’’ and in 
an instant a scuffle took place. Blows 
were struck, and in the :.elée that ensued 
women screamed. 

A small body of detectives who were 
present made a vain effort to separate the 
combatants, and dislodged one man from 
a table. 


MEN EJECTED 


General O'Duffy again called for order, 
and during a lull he and Captain Quish 
engaged in a rather heated controversy. 
Blue Shirts called for the expulsion of 
Captain Quish and Mr. W. Baggot, and 
one or two others connected with the 
United Ireland Party. 

Charges and counter-charges continued 
to be made for a time, when another fight 
took place. 

An effort was made to eject those op- 
posed to General O’Duffy’s leadership, 
and the detectives again intervened, but 
in a few moments the melée was resumed 
and, following a severe struggle, some men 
were forcibly ejected from the chamber by 
General O'Duffy's supporters. 


STATEMENT BY GENERAL 
O’DUFFY 


The Conference was then proceeded with, 
the proceedings being conducted in camera. 

Su sequently, General O’Duffy, in a 
statement to the Press representatives, 
detailed what had taken place at the Con- 
ference.

The pegging of wheat prices on the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange on November 
lst coincided with a renewal of buyers’ 
interest in options, and wheat almost im- 
mediately advanced to ~bove the minimum, 
or pegged prices, and remained above for 
the rest of the week. 

December futures closed at 77% cents 
and May at 824 cents. The net gain on 
the week, however, was only 14 to 1j 
cents a bushel. 

The Government instituted the pegging 
of prices owing to charges by Mr. John 
I. McFarland, the Government Agent at 
Winnipeg, that outside speculative selling, 
calculated to drive prices down, had been 
resumed, 

This is .ne second time in the history 
of the Grain Exchange that an experi- 
ment has been made with pegged wheat 
prices. The minimum price for the De- 
cember option has been fixed at 75 cents, 
and that for May at 80 cents, the inten- 
tion of the Government Agency being to 
take up farmers’ grain at those prices in 
the absence of commercial buyers. 

Traders and commentators at Winnipeg 
are deriving encourage:nent from the pre- 
diction that Canada would supply 
280,000,000 bushels of the world wheat 
imports this season. 

“If this estimate is realised, little 
more than 60,000,000 bushels of wheat will 
be left in Canada next July,” says the 
Free Press of Winnipeg.

k the House of Commons to-day, the Betting 


and Lotteries bill, was considered in Com-' 


mittee. This bill has been brought down 
from the Standing Committee to the floor of 
the House by special resolution—Clause 1 
already has been disposed of upstairs—but 
there remain thirty pages of amendments to 
be dealt with. 

On Clause 2. which deals with the restric- 
tion of bookmaking on racing tracks, Mr. D. 
G. Logan (Labour) moved an amendment. to 
omit from the clause words which make the 
occupier. of the track, as well as the book- 
maker, guilty of an offence if betting is 
carried on on any day in excess of the number 
specified. 

The Attorney-General refused to accept the 
amendme«nt. 

A. K., Wise (Conservative) pointed out 

if an employé on a dog-track made a 
bet the oceupier would be m the position 
of having to prove that he had no knowledge 
of it. They might as well tell an alleged 
murderer that he must prove his innocence 
Cr hang. 

The Attorney-General said that Mr. Wise's 
suggestion was utterly fantastic. Here they 
were dealing with a bookmaker, and the 
ccupier was the responsible person. 

The amendment was negatived and the 
clause was added to the bill. 


FOOTBALL POOLS 

On Clause 35, which places restrictions on 
Totalisator betting and other Pari Mutuei 
bettmg, 

Mr. RB. J. Russell (National Liberal) moved 
an amendment with the object, as he ex- 
plained, ef cutting out coupon betting, which, 
in connection with football, had grown ty 
large proportions, and seemed likely to extend 
to cricket: "The amendment had the approval 
of the Footbal’ Associations of England, Scot- 
land, Wales and Ireland. 

Mr. Tom Williams (Labour), in seconding 
the amendment, said that the profits of the 
promotors of this class of betting were 
tremendous, and they were made mostly at 
the expense of poor people, and even children, 
who had their twopenny speculation.

Phe Govern- 
ment had, therefore, decided to drop this 
section, . After all, the main purpose of the 
bill was to deal with course-betting. 

Mr. Tom Smith (Labour) asked if pressure 
had veen brought to bear upon the Govern- 
ment by those engaged in football peel 
betting. In the old days when a hookmake: 
ofiered 4 to 1 for “three home,” the man 
who was fortunate enough to back *‘‘ three 
home’ kvew what he was going to get, but

[ win, tails you lose.” It was like getiing 
money under false pretences. 

Mr. Jd. G. Braithwaite (Conservative) sug- 
gested that the Government should avoid ‘Le 
odium of coming to a decision ou footbail 
poois, and leave it to the House to decide.

Mr. W. E. Elliot, British Minister of

They had also 
been informed that it was desired to effect a 
10 per cent. reduction in the quarter January 
1 toeMarch 31 next, and discussions on these 
lines were proceeding. 

Arrangements had been made to secure a 
reduction iu imports from the Irish Free State 
during the current quarter, and discussions 
had been initiated with the other Dominions 
interested in the supply of eggs to the 
United Kingdom rifarket.

Therefore, Mr. Henderson ,roposes that 
certain quesiions where agreements are in 
sight might be incorporated into separgte 
protocols, coming into force one by one with- 
out the Conference having necessarily to wait 
for the completion of the entire Convention. 

The President thinks that there are other 
questions which the Conference may find so 
mature as to be susceptible to similar treat- 
ment. He concludes by saying that work 
should be started as soon as cossible on the 
air question, when negctiations have prepared 
the ground.

ten tinres less provocative than Sir Oswald's 
words,” . 

Sir. Oswald Mosley was represented by Sir 
Patrick Hastings,’ K.C., and Mr. 8t. John 
Hutchinson; while for the Star were Mr. 
Norman _ Birkett. K.C., and Mr. Valentine 
Holmes. i 

Mr. St. John Hutchinson said that the 
Star admitted the publication, but denied 
“that the words were defamatdry or that 
they bore the meaning Sir Oswald said they 
bore. The Star also pleaded fair comment, 
aud that the words were true in substance 
and im fact. 

Sir Oswald Mosiey, under cross-examina- 
tion by Mr. Norman Birkett, spoke of ‘ the 
very unpleasant life I lead in advocating mj 
beliels, 

Mr Birkett asked if the Fascists had any 
machine guns, and Sir Qswald replied—‘* We 
do not possess any machine guys, becayse it 
is unlawful to do so; but it would be easy 
to get them if oceasion aros.” He added 
later that they did not possess armoured 
cars or aeroplanes, and when his attention 
was directed to a description of the “ First 
Fascist Air Rally,' he said that the machines 
were hired for instructional purposes, and 
ust as other bodies had whist drives and 
aa they had flying and boxing.

Sir Oswald replied that it was the duty 
of every patriotic citizen to protect the State 
and the Crown.

AMIENS STREET 


Mr. Coyle moved :—‘‘That the City 
Manager be requested to investigate the 
feasibility of acquiring from the Dublin Port 
and Docks’ Board the old tobacco stores 
situated between Amiens street and Beres- 
ford place with a view to continuing Amiens 
street through to Beresford place as an 
alternative to the use of Store street as a 
traffic artery, which has proved dangerous 
and is the centre of many accidents, That 
the City Manager also be requested to ask 
the Local Government Department for a road- 
way right-of-way to the east of the Customs 
House so that Amiens street can be continyed 
through to the quayside by providing a 
short branch artery from Beresford place.” 
Mr. Coyle said that the police authorities, 
with whom he had communicated in regard 
to the Store street suggestion, had written 
to him expressing their approval of the pro- 
posal from the point of view of relieving 
traffic which had become congested there in 
recent times. A police census taken there 
between noon and 1.30 p.m, on October W 
showed that 1,170 units of traffic had passed, 
while a census taken on the evening of the 
same day between 5 p.m. and 6 p.m., 
strangely enough, showed that 1,170 units 
passed. The Port and Docks Board were 
now about to erect new tobacco stores, and 
he was sure that the old stores could be 
secured from the Board at a nominal sum. 
The continuation of the proposed new road 
to the quay through the east side of the 
Customs House would be also a great improve- 
ment.
